“They tell a funny story about bow 
they came to land on the top of such a 
uuge rock. It sects that they were 
farmerty loeated on anether row. and 

wo day when they were all out wars 


hy ulong caine a great ralustorm and 
viped off the map the only path lead 
ng up to their rook sity. Well, there 
Was nothing for it but to aunt up apn 
other vock, and they took a life lease 
f their present location. 

“It's a picturesque place when one 
gets up there, The houses are built of 
adobe, and one lias to get out of doors 
vo yet upstairs. You see, they have @ 
‘udder up whieh they climb to get inte 
.be second story. 

“They have ways of thelr own of 
vooking. They grind their flour in a 
truligi: with stones. They grind the 
wheat as a woman washes clothes and 
spread it to dry on an old shawl. That 
purt of it may look simple, but 1 tell 
you it tukes some skill to spread a 
thin batter over a redhot soapstone as 
they do when baking. When it is done, 
they take hold of one corner and lift 
it off as one would a porous plaster. 

“But those people are past masters in 
the art of making pottery. They bave 
been at it for years and turn out some 
beautifully colored water jars, bowls 
and such things. Altogether they area 
picturesque people, and a visit to them
